EARNING POWER 
OF G. M. SHOWN 


Superior to That of U. 
S. Steel, Comparison 
Reveals 


New York, Sept. 22.—It is becom- 
ing the custom in the financial dis- 
trict to refer to General Motors as 
the Steel Corporation of the motor 
group. Bankers have probably con- 
ferred this title on the motor organ- 
ization because of its recognized 
leadership in its class, just as 
United States Steel has been recog- 
nized as the leader of the market, 
But there are many other similari- 
ties between these two giant indus- 
trials which even on a superficial 
comparison indicate that the title is 
well chosen. 

There are some striking differ- 
ences in the capital structure of 
the two corporations, remarks Dow, 
Jones & Co. The large bonded and 
preferred stock obligations of U. S. 
Steel tend to bring the comparison 
of Steel common and General 
Motors on a more even basis, 
although after allowing for this 
period debt the book value of Steel 
common is approximately four 
times that of General Motors. The 
Steel Corporation has $511,272,930 
of funded debt. General Motors 
has no bonds outstanding. Steet 
has $360,281,100 of preferred stock 
against approximately $109,000,000 
preferred stock in General Motors. 
The Steel Corporation's annual in- 
terest obligations and preferred 
stock dividend amount to $51,562,- 
500, while General Motors preferred 
dividend requirements are $7,270,- 
000 annually. General Motors has 
outstanding 5,161,599 shares of 
comon stock, while Steel has out- 
standing 5,083,025 shares. 

The Steel Corporation has been 
paying a regular annual dividend 
on its common of $5 with $2 extra. 
General Motors has been paying $6 
as a regular dividend and recently 
declared an extra $1. Another 
extra is in prospect before the end 
of the year for General Motors, 
whose payment already equals the 
Steel rate. 

Although General Motors’ total 
dividends this year are practically 
certain to exceed the dividends paid 
Steel common, the former .is 
on the market at approxi- 
20 per cent. Some expla- 
for this apparent anomaly 
might sought in the respective 
earnings of the two stocks, but it 
does not exist. On the other hand, 
Gneral Motors in the first six 
months of the year has earned 
more than $32,200,000, or $8 a 
share on its common, while Steel 
has earned $29,460,000, or around 
a share. This is not an unusuat 
abnormal relation, as a review 
quarterly earnings far back 
1s 1919 shows that in 26 quarterly 
periods under consideration Gen- 
eral Motors’ earnings exceeding 
those of United States Steel in 11 
periods. During the past six years 
General Motors per share earnings 
on the common have exceeded those 
of the steel corporation in two 
years, and indications are that in 
1925 they will again materially 
larger than those to shown by 
United States Steel.

dustry has just ended, accord- 
ing to Edward S. Babcox, 
publisher India Rubber Re- 
view. The city’s future 
growth and dominance as the 
world’s rubber manufactur- 
ing centér is assured by the 
enormous strides taken in the 
last eight months by the tire 
and automobile industries, he 
declares. 

The summer of 1925 was greater 
for several reasons. Production in 
Akron’s giant factories was greater 
than before and was maintained on 
a_ stabilized basis. Employment 
conditions have been balanced, 
.wage standards good and a general 
tone of prosperity reflected to all 
lines of business in a way that is 
comparable to but few cities of the 
same size in the country. 

Widespread programs for high- 
way improvements in the United 
States assure stability of the. 
astounding growth of the auto- 
mobile business this year which, 
together with undreamed of in- 
creases in the manufacture of 
rubber products other than tires 
and tubes, points the way to a 
prosperity that should obtain for 
several years. 

This highly satisfying volume of 

Siness has been attained under 
conditions that in many respects 

are unusual and that are bound to 
have far-reaching effects. Chief 
among these is the price and short- 
age of crude rubber. It must be re- 
membered that most production 
this year has been effected with 
crude rubber bought at prices much 
lower than those of the last few 
months. 

With no indication that prices 
are to be any lower or that British 
dominance of production and ex- 
ports is to be relieved soon, it will 
be seen that the real pinch of the 

" situation is yet to be felt. 

There has been a general awak- 
ening to the danger of foreign 
monopoly of rubber production, 
however, and this should have a 
good effect that will bear results. 
Already steps are being taken by 
American manufacturers that will 
bring a certain amount of the 
crude product under the control 
of the Americans. Naturally this 
can be more speedily accomplished 
when there is a better public un- 
derstanding of the necessity, says 
Mr. Babcox. 

Inventories of manufacturers 
are unusually low for this time 
and, while tire dealers generally 
have heavier stocks than is 
customary at this season, the 
bulk of their 1926 stock still re- 
mains to be manufactured. This 
means that next year’s tires will 
be made of rubber that costs the 
manufacturer at least 200 per 
cent. more than that uSed during 
the winter of 1925, according to 
the basis tpon which some rub- 
ber for next year’s delivery al- 
ready has been bought. 

It is worth while noting the 
stimulation crude rubber pro- 
duction in Brazil that’ the high 
price of rubber this summer has 
produced. For several months 
there has been a great state of 
activity in the Brazilian market. 

Mid-year financial statements 
from some additional Akron rub- 
ber companies emphasize the 
prosperity that has been brought 
to Akron this year.

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New Industrial Uses 
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Offer Chances for 


Many Tractor Sales 


More Than 250 Ways to Use Tractors in In- 
dustry, Says Ford Official 


HAT there is a big field for the sale of tractors for 
industrial purposes by dealers in other than agricul- 

tural communities is indicated by an interview with M. V. 
Fee, manager of the tractor department of the New York 
branch of the Ford Motor Company. Approximately 25 
per cent. of Fordsons in use are employed in industry, he 
states, and 250 distinct ways of utilizing tractors in this 


field have been developed.

use in conjunction with 

hauling goods—either 
finished or in process of manu- 
facture—from one building to 
another, and in the freight yard 
they are used in spotting cars. 
They are, in addition, used 
round steamship piers to haul 
males of cotton and other com- 

odities. Municipalities find 
them valuable for snow removal, 
paving work and garbage re- 
moval. 

One feature of the _ tractor, 
which makes it of greater value 
than the ordinary motor truck 
for some purposes, is that it is 
not only a self-propelled vehicle, 
but that a means is provided 
whereby its power may be di- 
verted to the running of various 
kinds of machinery, or else used 
to handle heavy articles. For 
example: In laying cables for 
electric light and power lines it 
is not only necessary to carry the 
large reels to the spot desired; 
they must then be taken off the 
ruck. Ordinarily this is an ex- 
tremely laborious operation re- 
quiring several men who, aided 
by levers, ease the reel down an 
incline to the street. With a 
tractor a wire rope is put around 
the cable reel, attached to the 
power take-off, and the reel is 
quickly hauled on or off by the 
tractor. 

Road-making concerns use the 
tractors to grade roadbeds and 
to roll them and for other pur- 
poses in addition to its ordinary 
use in hauling operations. 

One manufacturing concern 
tilized a tractor in connection 
ith power-driven brooms, and 

performed ‘the work formerly 
Hone by twenty-five men. A con- 
tractor found that the use of a 
tractor enabled him to cut the 
cost of removing dirt on a cer- 
tain job one-third. A firm 
handling bricks on a large scale 
used one to unload its barges. 

The adaptability of a tractor 
is almost endless when used in 
conjunction with suitable auxil- 
ary equipment. Dealers will 
ind that they can sell many by 
o-operating with representatives 
pf such equipment to meet the 
special needs of customers.

Big Part 


ICKLING is an_ important 
: function at the Cadillac plant 
in Detroit. It takes place in 
the heat treating division, where 
steel forgings are pickled in a 
solution of sulphuric acid. The 
purpose of the operation is to 
free the forgings from all scales 
which collect on them during 
the forging processes, Cleaning 
makes it easier to machine them, 
besides lessening the expense for 
cutting tools. 

Two machines, 
ing two pickling 
in the operation. 
contains three baskets, 
a ton of forgings at a time. 
baskets are attached to 
steel arms that move up and 
down unceasingly, so that the 
forgings are constantly agitated 
being exposed to 
the action of the acid bath. 

In leaving the surface clean, 
the pickling process helps to de- 
tect cracks or flaws in materials. 
Twice a day the bath is checked 
up by a special process, which 
insures that it will be constant in 
strength.
